Hundreds visit JFK memorial in Dallas

DALLAS — Hundreds of people came to the 
John F. Kennedy Memorial in downtown Dallas 
on Monday, as the city where he was killed 25 
years ago prepared to mark the anniversary with 
private remembrances but no official ceremony. 

Kennedy was traveling in a motorcade through 
downtown Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963, when shots 
rang out across Dealey Plaza and he fell, mortal- 
ly wounded. Todny, a stone slab inscribed with 
Kennedy's name and surrounded by partial walls 
stands near the site as a memorial. 

— JLwas to this slab that visitors came Monday, 
the eve of the anniversary, to pay tribute to a 
president some of them were too young to remem- 
ber. 

Raul Miranda, 40, was in Dallas for a conven- 
tion when he recalled the anniversary and decided 


to visit the memorial before going home to Los 
Angeles. 

"It's something that I can tell my kids what 
happened," he said. “I'm going to toll them that 25 
years ago this event changed the history or the 
United States, the history of the world." 

Ernest Saucedo of Dallas hadn't even been bom 
when the tragic events unfolded but visited the 
memorial any wo y. 

"I just made it my business to come by," said 
Saucedo, 20. "I understand he was a good presi- 
dent. I just feel I needed to come by. This is histo- 
ry." • 

__On Sunday, 30 fonner Gree n Be rets and 150 on- 
lookers gathered at the memorial 'to 'remember' 
Kennedy. The members of the U.S. Army Speciol 
Forces wore their berets — the ones Kennedy had 
authorized in 1961 — as they saluted four wreaths 
laid at the memorial. 


At Parkland Memorial Hospital, where 
Kennedy was token after being shot, a roundtable 
discussion was planned Tuesday with five doctors 
and nurses who were at the hospital when the 
president arrived. 

Also Tuesday, Dallos-arca painters, pcets, per- 
formance artists and musicians planned a series 
of exhibits and live performances at the Texas 
Theater, where assassin Lee Harvey Oswold was 
apprehended only hours after the assassination. 

At Dealey Plaza, a small American (lag with a 
bouquet of flowers lay in front of a plaque, about 
200 yards from the memorial and across the street 
from the Texas School Book Depository Building, 
'where authdritieTso'y'Os'wald fired from o'llxth- 
floor window into Kennedy's motorcade. 

The attention given to the 25th anniversary has 
aroused more interest than usual in the site, said 
Gary Mend, driver of n tour bus.

TORONTO •— Prime Minister Bri- 
an Mulroney's Conservatives won the 
House of Commons majority needed 
to sovc the free trade pact with tho 
United States, the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corp.’ projected Monday 
night. 

The CBC projected tho now House 
of Commons would have 170 seats for 
Mulreney’s Progressive Conserva- 
tive Party, 22 more than needed for a 
majority in the 296-seat House of 
Commons. 

' It projected that John Turner's op- 
position Liberals, who fiercely at- 
tacked the trade pact, would win 84 
scats and the socialist New Demo- 
cratic Party of Ed Broadbent, which 
also opposed the accord, would win 
41 seats. 

Without giving specific figures, the 
public network said its breakdown of 
the popular vote showed the Conser- 
vatives with 43 percent, down by 7 
percentage points from 1984; the Lib- 
erals with 36 percent, up 8 percent- 
age points, and the New Democrats 
in third with 18 percent. 

The Canadian Press nows agency 
also projected that Muironey would 
have n parliamentary majority. With 
76.1 percent of the precincts report- 
ing. it said the Conservatives had 
4 .21 million votes, or 43.3 percent of 
the popular vote; the Liberals had 
3.48 million, or 35.3 percent; and the 
New Democrats had 1.8 million, or 
18.3 percent. 

A cheer went up at Muironey head- 
quarters in his hometown of Baie- 
Comeau, Quebec when the CBC 
made its first projection. 

"We're here_ and we're to stay," 
said Sen. Michel Cogger, co-chair-

Conservatives had a jittery start in 
the four Atlantic Maritime 
provinces, but did well enough in 
central Quebec and Ontario to get at 
least the 148 seats necessary for a 
majority, the CBC said. 

Ontario Prime Minister David Pe- 
terson, a Liberal who was one of the 
most prominent foes of the free trade 
agreement, said in a CBC interview 
that he couldn't explain why the 
province did not come through with 
the expected strong support for his 

party to halt the deal.- — - - 

"I respect the voice of the people of 
Canada who speak on an issue," he 
said. "I guess only history will say 
who is right and who was wrong."

WASHINGTON — In some areas 
of the country, the pcoplo who pro- 
cess your federal tax return are paid 
less than those who make your ham- 
burgers,. congressional auditors said. 


The problem of low salaries was 
one of several cited by the General 
Accounting Office in a report on how 
the IRS might improve the tax-col- 
lection process. The report was one 
of a series by GAO, an arm of 
Congress, on major problems to be 
faced by the new president and new 
Congress. 

"If these • issues are not ad- 
dressed," GAO boss Charles A. Bow- 
shir wrote, "the (IRS) commissioner 
con expect (1) serious problems in 


modernization of the tax-prcccssing . 
system, GAO said, noting the agency 
already has approved a basic plan 
that will cost several billion dollars 
and is expected to take 10 years to 
complete. 

"IRS cannot afford to wait. until _ 


ior a soiuuon to an im- 
pending computer capacity prob- 
lem," GAO said. "If it docs, the pro- 
cessing problems encountered in 
1985 in processing tax returns and is- 
suing refunds could reoccur." 

Most recommendations in the re- 
port had been made previously by 
the GAO. They include : 

•Creating an agencywide plan 
aimed at improving IRS employees' 
ability to "work effectively in an in- 
creasingly automated environment. 
Low pay is a major problem.

Bush fwis opportunity to r eva mp Forest Service 


LOS ALTOS HILLS, Calif. — Tb environ- 
mental iata, the prospects offered by Presi- 
dent-elect George Bush do not look rosy. 

There has not been an environmentally 
sensitive Republican administration since 
that of Theodore Roosevelt at the beginning 
of this century. Ronald Reagan had the worst 
environmental record of any president in 

nted with the Reagan policies for eight years. 

Though he did support one or two clean-air 
moves, Bush also supported letting the auto- 
.. mobile.industry. delay compliance with nitro- _ 
gen oxide emission standards, opposed add 
rain legislation, approved oil exploration in 
the Arctic Wildlife Refuge, urged the repeal 
of automobile fuel economy standards and 
backed Reagan's veto of the Clean Water Act 

He also choired three task forces that 1) 
advocated letting the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency relax its phase-down of lead in 
gasoline, 2) proposed easing EPA standards 
for hazardous waste fadlities and 3) sus- 
pended regulations restricting discharge of 
industrial toxins into sewers. 

The League of Conservation Voters, assess- 
ing Bush's environmental record, gave him a 
D. Nearly every time the environment 
dashed with business profits during the 

1980s, the environment lost — and George 

was there. 

Nonetheless, as Reagan before him, BuBh 
declares himself an environmentalist, and, in 
one statement, seemed to promise change: "I 
think for too long we've given the playing 
field away to the Democrats on the environ- 
ment. I wont to make the environment a Re- 
publican issue." 

That statement may have been mere cam- 
paigh’ rhetoric. One notes it is without 
spedfics and the cmphaBis on mere political 
advantage, on gaining environmental votes, 
docs not display any real concern for the 
planet's irreplaceable and gravely threatened 
— air, water and landrasourccs; 

Still, until he appoints the people who will 
carry out his policies, such declarations arc 
nil we have to judge whether Bush will devi- 
ate from the cowboy politics of his predeces- 
sor. Reagan is so dazzled by the en- 
trepreneurial qualities that "won the West" 
that he cannot comprehend them as environ- 
mental rape. Conceivably Bush can. If he re- 
ally means to put the GOP back into environ- 
mentalism — and make it tho bipartisan 
concern it used to be and ought to be — what 
would a card-carrying environmentalist like 
me want t6 see him do? 


It is like pulling on n slippery wishbone. 
But let us pull, and wiBh. 

I would like to see Bush throw his weight 


— and bring to his side a large constituency 
that is suapidous — against oil exploration 
in the Arctic Wildlife Refuge and oil drilling

In that bureau's history he 
will find some stirring examples of Republi- 
can activism on behalf of the environment 
For the national forests are primarily a 
GOP accomplishment. They were bom out of 
the nation's horrified reaction to the unau- 
thorized logging that left Michigan a stump 
patch and sent the pine areas of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota down the Mississippi as lum- 
ber rafts bigger than football fields. Most of 
that lumber came off the public domain, few 
ever got a permit to cut it, few paid for what 
they cut In one lifetime, Dyan Zaslowsky 
says in These American Lands," we defor- 
ested an area the size of Europe. 

lb save something before it all went, 
Congress, in 1891, authorized the president 
to set aside forest reserves from the public . 
domain. Bcrynmin Harrison, a Republican, 
promptly reserved 13 million acres. Grover 
Cleveland, a Democrat, made the process bi- 
partisan by reserving another 20 million. It 
remained for Republican Theodore Roosevelt 
-to-do-the-mo6tr-with-»-total-of 80 million 
acres. 

When the furious timber industry forced 
through Congress, with enough votes for an 
override, a law forbidding any more such, 
reservations without the legislature's con- 
sent, Roosevelt and his chief forester Gifford 
Pinchot sat up all night, and only after he 
had put away a final 16 million acres did 
Roosevelt sign the bill that would have pre- 
vented him. 

That prinripled balking of a powerful in- 
terest group could be an inspiration to Bush, 
if he would let it. For since the 1950s, the 
Forest Service has been snuggling up to the 
timber industry it was created to guard 
against, ignoring or minimizing the other 
ubcs it is bound by law to promote. 

In the Forest Organic Act of 1897, the na- 
tional foreBts were charged with protecting 
water sheds and guarantee ing a future su p- 
ply of timber. Grazing almost immediately 
asserted itself ns an established use. Recre- 
ation, including fishing, hunting, hiking, 
camping, climbing, solitude and spiritual re- 
freshment, also 'had to be accommodated. 
Visits to the national forests were fairly con- 
stant at around 10 million a year until World 
War II. After the war they went up and up. 
By 1975, 190 million visits a year were 
recorded, and now national forests draw 
more recreational visitors than national 



porks. 

Use was always foremost in Pinchot’s 
mind — wise use, benefiting the greatest 
number over the longest time. The bureau' he 
created has consistently differentiated itself 
by that criterion from the National Park Ser- 
vice, which it secs as preservationist That is

WASHINGTON (AP) - American 
psychiatrists will visit Soviet institu- 
tions where the Reagan administra- 
tion dnims human rights activists 
arc wrongly detained, the State De- 
partment announced Monday.

Ethnic Albanians hold protests 


PRISTINA, Yugoslavia (AP) - 
Thousands of ethnic Albanians an- 
gered by the ouster of two leaders 
defied threats of a crackdown and 
took to the streets Monday, extend-’ 
ing a wave of ethnic protest for a 
fifth straight day. 

At least 7,000 demonstrators 
[j braved pouring rain and marched 
d about 40 miles to Pristina, capital 
■ of the restive southern province of 

Kosovo. 

In Uielibcral northern republic 
of Slovenia, about 10,000 people 
. staged a peaceful rally to press for 
H more democracy.

the two regions were unrelated.

The two stepped down under 
pressure from Serbian Communist 
Party leader Slobodan Milosevic, 
who wants greater- control over 
Kosovo for its republic, Serbia.

BUENGS AIRES, Argentina (AP) 

— Greek heiress Christina Onassis 
died of an "acute pulmonary ede- 
ma," or accumulation of fluid in her 
lungs, a federal judge said Monday. 

Judge Juan Carlos Cardinali said 
the cause of death was included in a 
partial ‘ report he received from 
forensic experts who performed an 
autopsy on the daughter of Greek 
shipping tycoon Aristotle Onassis 
following hor death Saturday. 

The judge said ho still was await- 
ing a determination on the cause of 
the edema as well as results of a ' 
chemical analysis and other patho- 
logical studies performed on the 
body. 

The 37-ycar-old Ms. Onassis ap- 
parently suffered a heart attack Sat- 
_unlfly_Qt_thc_couiitry.club_homo_of__ 
friends she was visiting. Heart at- 
tacks can cause the accumulation of 
fluid in the lungB, or pulmonary ede- 
ma, a physician said. 

Medical examiners, howover, also 
were looking into the possibility of 
other causes of death. Judge Cardi- 
nali, in separate comments to the 
private news agency Noticias Ar- 
gentines, was quoted as saying the 
investigation was focusing on the 
possible "excessive ingestion of bar- 
bituates." 

Throe jars of medicine and other 
evidence found in Miss OnaBBis' bed- 
room were taken by police Sunday 
for analysis, the private news agen- 
cy Dinrios y Noticias said Monday. 
Another "bottle of pills reportedly 
was missing. 

The full coroner's report on the 
cause of death was expected to be 
released to Cardinali today. 

The report is key to the release of 
the body for burial in Greece, and 
might provide details of Miss Onas- 
sis' dpith.

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CSI Board of Trustees approves AIDS policy

. TWIN FALLS — From doing a simple 
blood poke in a biology class to bandaging on 
injured athlete on the - basketball court's side- 
lines, tho chances of blood contact and the 
possibility of transferring the HIV virus re- 
sponsible for Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome are in all comers of a college cam- 
pus, says Fran Golding, a biology professor at 
the College of South ern Id aho. 

After hearing statistics and 'comments 
from Golding and Bob Alexander, the board's 
attorney, the CSI Board of Trustees Monday 
approved an AIDS policy that has been a 
year in the making. 

'This is something we can no longer afford 


to avoid. I'm sure wove had students on cam- 
pdsJwith the HIV antibody," said Golding, a 
member of the committee that wrote the poli- 
cy. 

Golding, who has studied AIDS since 1981 
through the Center for Disease Control and 
has attended statewide consortiums on AIDS 
in higher education, said that an average of 
three in 1,000 college students have the HIV 
antibody, according to studies. 

She said that the state of Idaho is about 
two years behind the national average, but 
Thor thTstudics showTa tea - attrt'tf deifiSTaViT 
highor on college campuses across the nation. 

The gist of the policy, written broad enough 
to survive the new findings that often nIToct 
laws and requirements, is that the college 
will deal with each incident on a caso-by-casc 


basis through, a- designated evaluation com- 
mittee.- jV ■ " ” 

No mandatory HIV antibody testing will be 
required of students or faculty. No student 
will be denied admission on the basis of AIDS 
or the HIV virus. And there will be no restric- 
tions on which dosses are attended or areas 
of the college will be open to HrV carriers. 

Educating employees and the student body 
about AIDS will be a priority and all HIV 
carriers are encouraged by the policy to in- 
form a medical officer of his or her conditions.

Other policy points assure that those with 
AIDS or other manifestations of the HIV in- 
fection will be given the legal rights guaran- 
teed to the disabled, that the college will fol- 
low the safety guidelines as recommended by 


the United StatcB Public Health Service and 
that the policy will bo updated as needed. 

Board members hurled out questions about 
AIDS, about the HIV infection and about pos- 
sible specifics of the policy before unanimous- 
ly approving it. 

"No one pretends this policy is perfect," 
Alexander said, "But this U as good a shot 
and as comprehensive a policy ob possible." 

"That's not to say it's foolproof or change- 
able in the future, but our responsibility 
right now is to ndopt a workable policy. We'll 
-hnvc'to-work with-thifl-thing- month after 
month, year after year," he added. 

CSI President Gerald Meyerhoelfcr said 
the college plans to implement specifics of the 
policy during tho semester break. A commit- 
tee of college officials will meet with depart- 


ment representatives to determine how thc_ 
policy wul affect each program. 

The policy doesn't mean anything until 
it's implemented," said Leroy Craig, presid- 
ing chnirman. 

According to Bob McManamnn, physical 
plant director, some specifics are already in 
place. He said that security guards always 
carry gloves with them and that gloves are 
provided, although not required, for the jani- 
torial staff. The college also has protective 
masks for those who may have to give CPR to 
students or faculty. — — — 

"I leave you with the urgency for us to be- 
gin a campus-wide committee or group to de- 
velop the nitty gritty of the policy. Please 
don’t put this on the back shelf," Golding 
said.

' "It's kind of hard to believe some-

said. This was just totally uncalled 
for." 

Using n bn’ckhoe, Glaunder and an 
assistant managed to get each of the 
headstones back up by mid-afternoon 
Monday. None of the stones was com- 
pletely destroyed, Glaunder said. 

Tho Gooding Cemetery Mainte- 
nance District owns the cemetery, 


one mile east oPGooding on Elmwood 
•Drive. The district is- a private entity 
that receives some public funding. 

Glaunder said he was uncertain 
whether insurance would cover the 
losses, - which" included damage to 

vases and figurines. 

"I've had a little vandalism before 
— piddly little jobs — but this was a 
humongous situation," Glaunder 
said. "Some of those stones weighed 
as much os 1,000 pounds — unbeliev- 
able."

"You don't expect a cemetery to get 
vandalized," said Roger Maxwell, the 
cemetery maintenance district's sec- 
retary-treasurer.

Packing operation shuts down 



ROBERTS (AP) — About 100 employees of 
Golden Valley Packers have been laid off and 
the company has temporarily shut down iU op- 
eration in Roberto. 

Mike Gill, Golden Valley’s secretary-treasur- 
er and controller, said tho packing plant should 
resume production within 60 to 90 days. 

"We’re basically undergoing a reorganiza- 
tion of our financial posititon and financial 
base," he Boid. "At this time we don't feel the 
market will allow us to operate in a profitable 
manner." 

Abijut 30 of Golden ValLy's approximately 
125 employees will remain on the job to main- 
tain the packing plant while it is idled, Gill 
said. 


"We’re keeping it viable until such time we 
decide to begin operation again," he said. 

Once the plant reopens, Golden Valley will 
try to rehirc the people who were laid off, Gill 
said. 

He said business had been slowing down and 
the company had been thinking about closing 
for the past two to three weeks. 

Roberts Mayor Loren Lounsbury predicted 
the closure will have a severe effect on 
Roberts, a Jefferson County town of about 460. 

"I think it will have a very disheartening im- 
pact on n lot of people in Roberts because so 
many work there," Lounsbury said. "It will 


probably be devastating as far as thoBe people 

go" 

He said the city recently took a survey which 
indicated most Roberts residents have low to 
moderate incomes. 

"Roberto haB been in a depressed state for a 
long time, so this is really going to have a pro- 
found cfTcct," he said. 

Gill said the closure may have a wider im- 
pact since employees also come from Rigby, 
Shelley, Rexburg and Idaho Falls.

Yellowstone fires: 254 large animals die 


BOISE (AP) — A legislative 
committee has approved a battery 
_ of legislation aimed at closing 
' loopholes in child sexual abuse 
cases. 

Included in the package consid- 
ered Monday arc billB to set 
mandatory sentencing and proba- 
tion for convicted molesters, ex- 
tending the time the victim can 
press charges and mandating the 
offenders servo sentences consecu- 
tively. 

"We've brought the House and 
Senate together in this," said Sen. 
Gail Bray, D-Boise, a committee 
member. "I think all of us who 
care about. children will be heart- 
ened." 

The recommendations are the 
result of hearings held by the Gov- 
ernor's Task Force on Child Abuse. 

One measure approved would 
prevent a child abuscr'B record 
from over being expunged or re- 
duced to a misdemeanor. The con- 
viction would remain a felony if a 
business or government agency 
conducts a background check on 
the individual. 

“People who like to molest chil- 
dren try to find jobs where they 
work with kids,” said Alice 
Koskplb, human resources assis- 
tant to Gov, Cecil Andrus. 

' The committee shelved a pro- 
posed Idaho Child Abuse Resource 
Center, which would steer victims 
and their families to therapy and 
other services, 

The center would operate 
through $350,000 Gov. Andrus is 
expected to ask from the Legisla- 
ture, in addition to $150,000 gen- 
era ted; through a $20 fee on all 
felony, convictions, or $10 on mis- 
demeanors; 

Committee Chairman Sen. Den- 
ton Domngton, R-Dcclo, asked 


whether hitting the convicted mo- 
lester with the total cost of thera- 
py for the victim wouldn't be a bet- 
ter source of funding. 

"Frequently, tho (child abuser) 
is a business person, not a down- 
and-outcr,” he said. 

"I think we're setting up anoth- 
er agency and not really getting to 
the problem,” said Rep. Celia 
Gouid-b’olkingn, TbBuhl. Msi 
Koskcln stressed that the program 
would act as an ombudsman for 
the victim, not na a counselor. 

Tho committee passed a recom- 
mendation setting a mandatory 
one year in prison for a sexual 
abuse conviction and a minimum 
10 years of probation. Multiple 
convictions would be served con- . 
sccutivcly. 

The statute of limitations on fil- 
ing a complaint against an alleged 
molester was changed from five 
years after the crime was commit- 
ted to five years after the victim’s 
18th birthday. Some victims may 
have been too young to remember 
the full details of the crime, the 
committee agreed. 

A request to formnlixe a 
“guardian ad litem" program was 
turned down for now. The 
guardian is a volunteer who 
serves as a representative for the 
abuse victim in the courts. The 
Bystem already is in use in several 
Idaho cities. 

Darringten and Sen. Lee Staker, 
R- Ida ho Falls, asked Diane Inger- 
sol of the Court Appointed Special 
Advocate program why a formal 
designation from the state is need- 
ed if the local systems work well. 

Ms. IngerBol said the legislative 
approval would help attract pri- 
vate donations, as well as notify 
individuals that such an offering 
exists.

Snow has smothered the last of the 
blares burning in Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, allowing completion of 
the survey of animal deaths. 

At least 254 large mammals died 
in Yellowstone National Park os a re- 
sult of fires during the summer, park 
officials say. 

Although the fatality numbers 
might seem high, park superinten- 


dent Robert Barbee said, "The num- 
ber of- ungulate deaths caused by the 
fires is a very small percentage of to- 
tal wildlife populations within the 
park." 

The field survey required 47 hours 
of helicopter time and 263 miles of 
foot and horseback travel. 

“Some carcasses possibly remain 
undetected, and a few may remain in 
unsurveyed areas," park spokeswom- 
an Amy Vanderbilt said. "But after 


this fall, there will be no verifiable 
means . of .attributing ...any. .wildlife 
mortality to the fires. 

A half-dorcn mojor fires consumed 
about half of the 2,2-million-acre 
park in one of the longest, most ex- 
pensive fire seasons in U.S. history. 

“Some (fires) could still bo sim- 
mering under the snow, but were 


considering them out," said Joan 
Anzclmo, public affaire officer. 

Vanderbilt said' the- exact fatality* 
count was 243 elk, four deer, two 
moose and fWc bison. Several small 
animals, such as red squirrels, porcu 1 
pines, ground squirrels and birds 
also were discovered dead as reaultuf 
fires, sho said.

BOISE (AP) — With a budget 
surplus, apparently easing pres- 
sure on the annual search for revr 
enue, state Rep. Don Loveland 
says the 1989 Legislature should 
work toward fairness in Idaho's 
sales tax system. 

Loveland, R-Boisc, chaired n 
' ^ubcbmmllKe'OOatCFta^'fbT^thr - 
interim Legislative Council Com- 
mittee on Taxation Matters. It met 
Monday in Boise to review sub-' 
committee reports and make rec- 
ommendations for action to the 
the next legislative session. 

There is expected to be a gener- 
al fund surplus of some $11 mil- 
lion in the state's fiscal 1989 bud- 
get. 

Much of it will be required to 
■ ~ mccrobligations'thatTilrcady havtr 
been identified, such as startup of 
the new maximum-security state 
penitentiary. 

-But Loveland-said the lack of an 

urgent need for additional revenue 
gives lawmakers- convening in 
January the opportunity to look 
for ways to make application of 
Idaho’s 5-perccnt salcB tax more 
fair. 

The main culprit, v he said, is the 


multitude of exemptions eryoyed 
by various businesses and other 
entities. Many are justified, but 
others should be eliminated in the 
interest of fairness, Loveland said. 

Among specific recommenda- 
tions approved by the committee 
were th a t the Legislature: 

— Tighten up the legal~3efihT- 
tion of a "non-profit corporation" 
to eliminate any confusion about 
which groups or businesses are ex- 
empt from paying sales tax. 

— Explore ways to charge state 
tax on mail- or telephone-order 
catalog sales. The lost tax revenue 
from those' sales is estimated by 
the Idaho Tbx Commission at up 
to $9 million a year. 

—Lift a-salestax.exemptioafor 

items sold to or by Boy Scout en- 
campments at Farrugut State 
Park.

LEXINGTON, Ky. — The University of Kentucky pro- 
gram is yet another caught in a maelstrom of rule-bend- 
ing ond official inquiries. 

During away games this year. Wildcat players are 
sure to be greeted by fans waving Emery Worldwide Air 
Freight mailers, symbolic of the alleged recruit-buying 
scheme for which Kentucky is under investigation by 
the NCAA. . 

That incident, which involves top recruit Chris Mills - 
of Los Angeles, is certainly the most serious of 18 NCAA 
charges that a separate university panel is investigat- 
ing. 

"Most of the people here have been hurt ond betrayed, 
and they feel angry that the program is bringing embar- 
rassment \o the university," said Christy Bradford, o se- 
nior from Bardstown, Ky., who serves on the board of di- 
rectors of the school's Athletic Association. 

Eddie Sutton, the personable, former College of 
Southern Idaho coach in his fourth year at Kentucky, is 
quick to point out that Kentucky has not been found 
guiliy’br anything yet, the school is not under any.sort 
of probation, and a university panel is still preparing its 
response (due Dec. 1 2) to the NCAA's charges. 

But last week's forced resignation of athletics director 
ClifT Hagan, a former All-America basketball player at 
Kentucky, did little to inspire optimism about the possb, 
bility ofavoiding some sort of sanctions. 

For the time being, Sutton'9 job appears safe, al- 
though member Bradford said she expects further 
changes. 

If there is a shakcup, it will come at the direction of 
Dr. David Roselle, the former mathematics professor

Osbom said Hubbell died at 2 p.m., MST. 

"Doctors have confirmed that the death was 
caused by head and chest injuries suffered in the ac- 
cident,” said hospital spokeswoman Julie Adams. 

Hubbell’s most celebrated feat was striking out five 
future Hall of Fomers in a row in an All-Star Game.

How was South to avoid the loss of 
two clubs and the trump ace? 

Here’s how Bobby Nall of Hous- 
ton, Texas, turned the tricks at a re- 
cent duplicate tournament. 

Seeing that his best chance lay 
with an elimination, Nall won dum- 
my's spade ace and ruffed a spade. 
A diamond honor was overtaken In 
dummy, and dummy's last spade 
was ruffed. South's remaining dia- 
mond honor was cashed, and dum- 
my and South were now stripped of 
spades and diamonds, 

- A trump was led to West's ace, 

- and things looked brighter when 
both trumps dropped on this trick. 
West was forced to lead a club to 
avoid a ruff and discard, and East’s 
klhg won the trick after dummy 
played low. East was also forced to 
lead clubs, and the defense was 
stuck. The dub 10 would make 
things too easy, so East led his low 
club. Nail survived this test also. He 
played low to trap West’s queen, 

' "and the defenders were held to only 
two tricks.

Rockwell's po pu larity 
is stronger than ever

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass. — A 
decade alter the death of artist Nor- 
man Rockwell, the little white house 
that holds his beloved illustrations 
groans from the weight of 1.3 million 
visitors. 

-And-his-Saturday-Evening-Post- 
covers that art critics scoffed at are 
fetching prices as high as $600,000 
from such collectors as Tbxas billion- 
aire H. Ross Perot 

The tall, thin, pigeon-toed artist; 
who called himself a hack and feared 
losing his audience all his life, would 
be amazed and amused at his enor- 
mous popularity, Baid his son 
Thomas Rockwell. 

"He liked being recognized on the 
.street, but ho was always, a little sur- 
prised by it" Thomas said in a tele- 
phone interview from his Poughkeep- 
sie, N.Y., home. 

Roikwell's growing popularity 
threatens to overwhelm the pretty 
town of 2,300 people where he lived 
for 25 years before his death on Nov. 
8, 1978, at the ago of 84. 

Nearly 130,000 people will visit 
the Rockwell museum this year, said 
director Laurie Norton MofTatt She 
said the museum, which opened in 


1968 in the 18th century Georgian 
house, has stopped advertising be- 
cause it is filled to capacity -six 
months of the year.

Lutz said that both official reports 
and a news conference on the inci- 
dent were filled with "the doubles- 
peak of omission, distortion, contra- 
diction and misdirection." 

The report censored essential in- 
formation and did not contain "some- 
thing os basic and important as a

Even so, Secretary of Defense 
Frank Carlucci told the public, "Wc 
chose not to withhold anything," said 
Lutz.

He doesn't recommend using con- 
doms to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease, a major theme of AIDS cam- 
paigns in the United States.

The government says only three 
people have died in China of AIDS: 
an Argentine visitor, a Chinese man 
who had visited New York and a 
young hemophiliac who used import- 
ed blood products. 

The clinic's greatest impact so far 
has been via its graphic exhibit on 


VD. Hundreds of viewers came in the 
first few days, Xu said, and several 
dozen each day since, Several local 
employers sent all their workers to 
see it, viewers said. 

Most stared silently and soberly at 
the color pictures of VD sores and the 
text explaining symptoms and treat- 
ment. Several large posters were de- 
voted to AIDS. 

"I had heard of AIDS but I didn't ■ 
know about the other diseases," 
whispered a 21 -year-old woman who 
blushed with embarrassment when 
asked what she thought of the exhib- 
it. 


"We need to have public education 
like this," said an older woman who 
was reading posters about how to 
deal with teen-agers, who begin to 
date too young.

'Coin Box bandit' pleads guilty 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — A man ac- 
cused of stealing hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars from telephone coin 
boxes across the nation pleaded 
-guilty Thursday-to thoft-and-tamper- . 
ing cWges, a roiirt official reported. - 
James Clark, 48, dubbed the “Coin 
Box Bandit" by a phone company, 
was sentenced by Judge James Mur- 
phy to three years in prison on his 
guilty pleas to five counts each of 


grand theft and tampering with coin 
machines, said Robert Coombs, a 
clerk in the Summit County Common 
Pleas Court.

Now, there are 
109 kids, ages 8 to 16, on the waiting 
list in Houston, and classes arc 
springing up in Atlanta, Boston, 
Chicago, Dallas, San Francisco and 
Costa Mesa, Calif. 

They learn not to shout across the 
table, to pass the salt over their arm 
— things they'll remember,” said 
Ms. Cater. "I think it's (successful) 
because I'm not their mother. 
There's no peer pressure. I make it 
very comfortable for them." 

"It’s just such fun. Children ore 
fascinating," she added.

"What makes me feel so good 
about it is they go home and they use 
the things they’ve learned. Even if 
they're going to McDonald's that 
night, they remember that -their • 
bread and butter plate is on the left 
and their gloss on the right." 

Adults are flocking to the classes, 
too — learning the rudiments of nap- 
kin-folding and olive-nibbling at 
mock dinners and cocktail parties. 

"If you're out in the business world 
and don’t have good table manners 
you’ll be in trouble," said Ms. Cater. 
"If you know what fork you're going 
to use, then you can listen to the 
business conversation, enjoy the 
food and what's going on around 
you."
